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REAL ESTATE TAXES ADVANCE AT SLOWER RATE 


HE average (median) real estate tax load per family this year increased 
a7 only 1. 3percent from 1958, compared with an increase of 5. 4percent from 

1957 to 1958. The 1959 preliminary figure is $254.23, which is an in- 
crease of $3.23 from the final figure for 1958. 


The charts on the following pages show the average tax load per family for 
each of 94 cities charted from 1928 to the present. The red line on each of 
these charts shows the average of all cities and the blue line shows the aver- 
age for each city. Although the average of all cities advanced at a slower rate, 
the average tax load per family in eleven cities decreased from 1958: Canton, 
Fall River, Jacksonville, Knoxville, New Bedford, Oklahoma City, Philadel- 
phia, Scranton, Springfield (Mass.), Tulsa, and Worcester. On the last page 
of the report the cities are ranked on the basis of the final tax data for 1958. 
The preliminary data available for 1959 are shown alongside.
